To the Inhabitants of the Town of Webster in the County of Merrimack 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Webster on 
Tuesday, the 13" day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
(By Ballot) 


2. Are you in favor of the adoption of the Zoning Amendments to the 
existing Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board?” 


Article I Section C (Purpose) of the Ordinance would be amended to 
add the following purposes enumerated in NHRSA 674:17: 


(a) To lessen congestion in the streets; 

(b) To provide adequate light and air; 

(c) To prevent the overcrowding of land; 

(d) To avoid undue concentration of population; 


(e) To facilitate the adequate provision of transportation, solid waste 
facilities, water, sewerage, schools, parks, and child day care; 


(f) To assure proper use of natural resources and other public re- 
quirements; 


(g) To encourage the preservation of agricultural lands and buildings; 


Article III Paragraph 1, would be deleted and the following is substi- 
tuted therefore: 


1. The Town of Webster is hereby divided into two (2) districts for the 
purposes so stated: 


A. The Pillsbury Lake District, which shall comprise all of the 
land shown as the Pillsbury Lake Water Precinct on Plan No. 
2128 recorded at the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds 
and such additional land includes in the documents creating 
the Pillsbury Lake District is a village district under the NH 
Revised Statutes Annotated and filed with the NH Secretary of 
State (the intent being to include the approximately three hun- 
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dred [300] acres of land known as the “Hunting Preserve”), to 
accommodate residential uses. 


B. The Residential/Agricultural District, which is comprised of 
all land in the Town not contained within the Pillsbury Lake 
District, and which is designed to accommodate residential 
and agricultural uses at a mix of higher and lower densities in 
a rural environment. 


The Pillsbury Lake District shall be for residential uses only and the 
Residential/Agricultural District shall be for residential and agricultural 
uses (as defined below) only. Business, commercial and industrial uses 
are prohibited in these districts except as hereinafter provided. 


(A) Article IV, Paragraph 1 (one) is deleted and the following is sub- 
stituted therefore as Paragraph 1(A): 


All lots in the Rural/Agricultural District shall be at least five 
(5) acres in size, provided however, that lots of record within 
this District as of the effective date of this Amendment that 
(a) are in size equal to or greater than four (4) acres but less 
than ten (10) acres and (b) satisfy all other requirements of 
this Ordinance, the Town’s Subdivision Regulations, and all 
other Town ordinances and regulations (hereinafter “Qualify- 
ing Lots”) shall be permitted to be subdivided once into a to- 
tal of two lots each of a minimum size of two (2) acres. No 
further subdivision of Qualifying Lots shall be permitted. 


The following is added as a new Paragraph 1 (B): 
No lots in the Pillsbury Lake District may be subdivided. 


(B) Article IV, Paragraph 4 is amended to add the words “In the Ru- 
ral/Agricultural District” prior to the word “There”. 

(C) Article IV, Paragraph 6 is amended to delete the words “Pre- 
existing lots in the Pillsbury Lake Water Precinct shown on Plan 
No. 2128 at the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds” and to Sub- 
stitute the following therefore: “All lots in the Pillsbury Lake Dis- 
trict”. The amended Paragraph 6 is renumbered as Paragraph 5. 

(D) Article IV, Paragraph 5 is deleted and the following substituted as 
new Paragraph 6: 


No building, residence, or manufactured housing unit may be 
located anywhere in either District unless it meets all of the 
area and yard requirements of a residence in such District. 


Paragraph 1 (one) amended to add the language, “or an area less than five 
(5) acres prior to March 13, 2007” after the date “November 7, 1978”. 
Paragraph 4, Section A is deleted and the following is added as Section B: 


The minimum distance between a building and a lot sideline or lot 
rearline shall be fifty (50 ) feet. 
Article IV, Paragraph 4, Section B is re-lettered as Section C. 
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Article IV, Paragraph 4 is amended to add new paragraph A, which 
shall read as follows: 


A. The minimum distance between a building and any road or 
highway shall be (a) one-hundred (100) feet for lots that are 
five or more acres in size, and (b) fifty (50) feet for all other 
lots.

person 80 years of age or older $89,250. To qualify the person must 
have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 3 years, own the real 
estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such per- 
son’s spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 years. In addi- 
tion, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $25,000 or, 
if married, a combined net income of not more than $34,000; and own 
net assets not in excess of $75,000 excluding the value of the person’s 
residence.” The combined net asset amount for married persons shall 
apply to a surviving spouse until the sale or transfer of the property by 
the surviving spouse or until the remarriage of the surviving spouse.

4. Shall the Town vote to authorize indefinitely or until rescinded the Se- 
lectmen to accept the provisions of RSA 41:9-a to allow the Board of 
Selectmen to establish or amend fees or charges. 


This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


5. Shall the Town vote to adopt the following ordinance relative to en- 
forcement of State Building Code: 


A. Duty of Board of Selectmen 


It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to enforce and ad- 
minister the provisions of the State Building Code as adopted and 
as may be amended by the provisions of RSA 155-A. 


B. Appointment of a Building Inspector 
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The Board of Selectmen is authorized to appoint a building inspec- 
tor, whose duties and compensation shall be fixed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


C. Building Permit Required 


A building permit shall be required prior to: 


1. Beginning work on any construction projects in excess of 100 
SF, including, but not limited to: 


a. Placement of foundations; 
b. Moving or demolition of any structure; 


c. Placement of a building or structure on a lot (including 
mobile homes or manufactured housing). 


2. Beginning work on any exterior or interior structural altera- 
tions. 


D. Building Permit Not Required 


Maintenance, repairs and redecoration that do not involve struc- 
tural alterations or additions shall not require a building permit. 


E. Expiration of Building Permit 


A building permit shall be void unless the foundation is installed 
and capped within six (6) months of the date of issuance. 


F. Completion of Construction 


The exterior of a structure shall be completed within two (2) years 
of issuance of the building permit. 


G. Occupancy Permit Required 


No structure shall be used or occupied without first securing an oc- 
cupancy permit. 


H. Building Permits, Inspections and Occupancy Permits 


The Board of Selectmen or its designee shall: 
1. Adopt a Building Permit application form; 


2. Require such plans, drawings and permits, including but not 
limited to an energy code permit, required by RSA 155-D 
and a septic system permit, as required by RSA 485-A, and 
such other descriptive information as may be necessary to 
ensure that the permit application is consistent with the 
terms of the State Building Code; 


3. Perform a schedule of inspections to ensure compliance 
with the State Building Code; 
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4. Develop and issue occupancy permits which must be se- 
cured by an applicant prior to occupying or using any prop- 
erty as described in paragraph D; and 


5. Develop a fee schedule for building permit applications, In- 
spections and Certificates of Occupancy. 


I. Penalty 


A violation of this ordinance or the State Building Code shall be 
punishable by a fine or a civil penalty of $275 for the first offense, and $550 
for subsequent offenses for each day that such violation is found to have 
continued after the date on which the violator receives written notice from 
the Town that the violator is in violation of this Ordinance or State Building 
Code. 


J. Enforcement 


The Board of Selectmen shall enforce the provisions of this ordi- 
nance by seeking an injunction, fines and other appropriate legal 
remedies in a court of proper jurisdiction. 


K. Building Code Board of Appeals 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment shall serve as the Building Code 
Board of Appeals. 


L. Effective Date 
This ordinance shall take effect on March 17, 2007.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Nothing would be done at all if we waited until we could do it so well 
that no one could find fault with it. — John Henry 


According to the “Handbook for Local Officials” the Board of Selectmen 
act as a collegial body in the conduct of their affairs. This translates into “‘one 
selectman has no authority at all.” A unanimous decision is not required for 
board actions. The Board of Selectmen is the governing body of the Town while 
townspeople at any Annual or Special Town Meeting are the legislative body. 

Whenever a Town encounters the number of internal personnel issues and 
external weather challenges as have taken place in 2006, it is bound to be a chal- 
lenging year for the Board of Selectmen. Where did the year begin and when 
will this year’s issues be finalized is an excellent question. 

Despite the Board’s best efforts to reduce the tax burden on the residents of 
Webster, the tax rate rose nearly 18% in 2006. Even though all Department 
Heads work diligently to keep their individual budgets low, as was evident dur- 
ing the 2007 Budget season, they also continue to seek any and all Grants that 
are available to our municipality. 

Building issues and controlled growth continue to plague the Town as all 
the Boards and Committees continue to seek an amicable balance between 
building and open space. The use of the “State Building Codes” with a Building 
Inspector to oversee the process has often been a topic of discussion this year 
between the Planning Board, Fire Chief and the Selectmen. Impact Fees have 
been adopted with the assistance of a consultant and will now be assessed to 
new homes being built. There is however, a short reprieve for subdivisions com- 
pleted four years prior and after the adoption of the Impact Fee. Issuance of 
Building permits continues to slowly decline, as they have since 2003. 

Logging continues at a steady pace within the Town, with the largest cut 
ever being completed this year on Little Hill. With luck, the end result of the 
largest cut will turn out well. 

Our relationship with Hopkinton and the Landfill has generated much talk 
about the new “Pay As You Throw” concept. Webster continues to seek two 
representatives for our Town to help aid in making this important decision. 
Meetings are held the first Tuesday of every month at the Hopkinton Library. 

The Town has been the recipient of several lots in the Pillsbury Lake Dis- 
trict. The Town continues to hold onto these lots and tax deeded lots so that they 
are not added to the number of buildable lots (as you may recall from last year’s 
Town Meeting the 2% growth cap is in effect), the 2007 Warrant is asking the 
Townspeople to allow lots to be sold to abutters, with the stipulation that the lots 
be merged so as not to create any additional building lots and to bring them back 
on the Tax rolls. 

March brought a huge change in office personnel, with the resignation of 
Administrative Assistant Roger Becker, leaving Judy Jones to temporarily fill 
this position (in April the appointment was made permanent). Sarah Carter con- 
tinued as Secretary to the Planning and Zoning Board, working four days a week 
and Wendy Pinkham worked part-time doing the Town’s accounting, until No- 
vember 1“ when she became the full-time Financial Administrator. The Board 
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interviewed several candidates for the position, but in the end felt that hiring 
Mrs. Pinkham was in the best interest of the Town as she had served the Town 
of Warner in the capacity of Finance Director for almost 15 years. 

Upon placing the current Fire Chief on Administrative Leave, Adam Pouliot 
served as temporary Fire Chief. In December he became the new Fire Chief. 

As all too many folks are painfully aware, May brought relentless amounts 
of rain that not only eroded many of our roads, flooded many of our homes, but 
also took out the Pillsbury Lake Dam. FEMA came to the Town’s rescue with a 
reasonable amount of funds for restoration of the Town Roads. The repair work 
was awarded to a contractor, based on the recommendation of the Road Agent, 
without putting the $14,000 plus work out to bid, as FEMA funds were received 
on the heels of inclement weather and time did not allow for the normal bidding 
process. Pillsbury Lake District held a Special Town Meeting in August and 
approved funds for repair of the Dam. We were far more fortunate than some of 
our neighboring towns regarding the destruction. 

The “Old School House” has been moved, though we realize not to every- 
one’s delight, and sits on its new site on Deer Meadow Road with a new face 
and a shiny new coat of paint to cover its weary siding. 

Without the benefit of a Code Enforcement Officer, the Board is faced with 
the task of enforcing the Zoning Ordinances whenever an issue is at hand. This 
year has seen many more issues than normal, with each being handled on a case 
by case basis. 

A statistical update was done in August, which affected the value of the 
land and buildings throughout the Town. This update allowed the Town to meet 
the State guidelines whereby the Town’s equalized ratio is to be between 90% 
and 110%. Webster’s new equalized ratio went from 79.5% to 100%, making 
the 2006 ratio 100%. 

It was a formidable task keeping the bottom line of the Budget in check, but 
with the help and cooperation of the Department Heads this was accomplished. 

November brought a change in guard of the Road Agent with the resigna- 
tion of Adam Mock. The Board would like to thank Mr. Mock for his dedication 
and hard work keeping the Town roads safe for all. Emmett Bean, with the assis- 
tance of Sue Roberts, was appointed for a three-year term, taking on the duty at 
a particularly difficult time of year. 

In December, Selectman David Buttrick resigned for personal reasons. The 
Board would like to thank him for his two years of service on the Board and 
wish him well in the future. The Board decided not to appoint a third member as 
it was too close to elections. 

We would like to welcome all new members of the “team” and would also 
like to take this opportunity to thank all the appointed officials, many of whom 
have served for a number of years, for their time and dedication to the various 
Boards and Committees overseeing Webster’s well being.

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REPORT OF THE WEBSTER POLICE DEPARTMENT 


A look back at 2006 showed a marked increase in overall activity, an in- 
crease of nearly 200 calls for service for the year with the busiest month being 
July with 160 calls for service. 2006 also saw a sharp increase in arrests with a 
total of 72 compared with 45 arrests in 2005. This marks the highest number of 
arrests in Webster history. Serious crimes are on the increase with 29 felonies 
reported for the year. It is worthwhile to note this level of activity shows the 
growing necessity for police services in our ever growing community. We are 
committed to provide the most prompt, professional response possible to your 
calls for assistance.

REPORT OF THE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT DIRECTOR 


I am pleased to report that the back-up emergency power generator that was 
purchased through a Homeland Security Grant has been installed at the safety 
building. The generator is fully capable of supplying power to the entire build- 
ing during an outage. In the event of a qualifying emergency it will be possible 
for the safety building to function primarily as the emergency operations center, 
and if necessary, as an emergency shelter. 

The Webster office of emergency management has been very busy in 2006. 
Several projects have been completed that in our estimation were long overdue. 

The Emergency Operations Plan (EOP) was completely revised and is 
now available for public review. In collaboration with people in our community, 
we produced an All Hazards Mitigation Plan. This plan is designed not only to 
recognize hazards of all types, but also to provide an appropriate action to miti- 
gate the identified hazard. This plan has been submitted and is currently waiting 
federal approval. 

Both of these plans, in active status, enable the town of Webster to be eligi- 
ble for Federal Grant Funds, and more importantly, equip us to deal with local 
hazards and emergencies in case of natural and other disasters. The federal gov- 
ernment requires us to continually revise multiple sections of these reports sev- 
eral times a year. Although Federal and State grants provided funding to develop 
both plans, there are costs associated with the initial printing for required distri- 
bution, planned revisions, and associated costs of maintaining the office. These 
costs necessitate a budget designed to provide the funds to pay for the duties of 
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the Emergency Management Director and the aforementioned administrative 
costs for revising the plans and maintaining the office. 

On Mother’s Day weekend 2006, after several days of rain totaling more 
than 11 inches, the dam at Pillsbury Lake breached. The breach was nearly pre- 
vented by the gallant efforts of the Webster and Warner Fire Departments, the 
Webster Police Department, members of the road agent’s crew, as well as many 
volunteers from the community who helped fill, haul and place sand bags along 
the earthen portion of the dam, a decision based on the advice of the State of NH 
Bureau of Dams as well as past success under very similar circumstances in Oc- 
tober 2005. 

The Pillsbury Lake Dam is being rebuilt and this office will be working 
closely with Pillsbury Lake Management to control water levels at Pillsbury 
Lake ensuring that in case of severe weather events like those in October 2005 
and May 2006, all possible preventative steps will be taken increasing our abil- 
ity to prevent a breach. 

I would like to thank everyone who volunteered valuable time to assist in 
these proactive endeavors!

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


2006 was a difficult year for Webster Fire Rescue. The year brought a 
change in leadership, with a new chief and a new deputy chief. The department 
had the busiest year on record with 207 calls for service. The record call volume 
and the change in leadership, combined with the resignation of eight members, 
put our department to the test. The current members of the department stepped 
up and went above and beyond what was expected of them. They responded to 
what was at times an overwhelming number of calls, they showed up to im- 
promptu work details, and did whatever it took to get the job done. The dedi- 
cated members make Webster Fire Rescue a department of which the whole 
town should be proud. 

In 2006 the members logged a combined total of 3,915 hours of service to 
the community. These hours are a combination of responding to calls and man- 
dated training sessions. The following members completed Fire Fighter I certifi- 
cation class: Abby Blanchette, Jason Carter, Ryan Dubuc, and Jake Drown. The 
following members completed a weekend long portable pumps course for forest 
fire fighting: Adam Pouliot, Eric Pouliot, Sally Becker and Colin Colby. Many 
other hours were spent by members on required first responder and EMT recerti- 
fication. 

I can’t talk about 2006 without mentioning the challenges that the weather 
brought to us. In February a wind storm knocked out power to parts of Town for 
several days. The department responded to multiple calls for downed trees and 
wires. The department also responded on service calls to do house checks on 
elderly residents who were without power and on residents with special medical 
needs. The light snow cover quickly disappeared as spring approached and the 
unusually warm dry months of March and April brought us the worst brush fire 
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season in decades. Many of these fires were large in size due to the dry condi- 
tions and required substantial mutual aid assistance to extinguish. The spring 
rains came late this year and many of us didn’t think they would ever stop. As 
the water began to rise, the fire department responded to many calls for flooded 
basements. Some we were able to pump out, and for others we were only able to 
help move the homeowner’s property to higher ground while they waited for the 
water to recede on its own. When we thought the situation could not possibly get 
any worse, it did. The fire department received phone calls that the water was 
overtopping the dam at Pillsbury Lake. Overtopping would have led to rapid 
erosion of the dam then inevitably its failure. Sandbagging operations began 
with help from the police, the road agent and many town residents. Unfortu- 
nately the rising water was too much for the dam and it breached during the 
night; by the next day the lake was drained. The lake is important to our depart- 
ment as it is the water supply for fire protection to approximately 25 percent of 
the Town. In the days following the breach of the dam, I met with the mutual aid 
coordinator to increase the out of town fire response to that area of Webster due 
to the lack of water. The increased response will stay in effect until the dam is 
repaired and water supply is restored. 

The department purchased the new SCBA’s (air packs) that were voted on 
at last year’s Town Meeting. With the money that was appropriated we were 
able to purchase 15 complete air packs, 11 spare cylinders, and an air compres- 
sor/fill station to refill the cylinders after they have been used. These air packs 
replaced 15 year old or older units that often failed and were no longer certified 
or guaranteed by the manufacturer. The new air packs are NFPA compliant and 
have several built in features that greatly improve the safety of our members 
while performing fire fighting duties. This year we were also able to purchase 
forest fire protective clothing for all of our members. The department received a 
50/50 grant from the State, which allowed us to purchase this clothing for half 
the cost. The department received 29 new portable radios with chargers on a 
grant from the state. This grant was funded 100% by the state, the value of the 
radios is approximately $65,000. The Town received two automatic external 
defibrillators (AED’s) on yet another grant. These were also 100% funded by 
the State. One of the defibs was placed at the Pillsbury Lake Clubhouse, the 
other at the school. 

The Department spent a large amount of time on fire prevention and public 
education this year. We held a successful open house in October at the public 
safety building. The Chief spent several hours at the School providing fire safety 
lectures to every class. A fire safety lecture and tour of the safety building were 
given to a number of the areas home school children. Again this year, a signifi- 
cant amount of time was spent on woodstove and heating system inspections, as 
well as compliance checks with fire and life safety codes.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk 
and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a per- 
mit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227- 
L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is com- 
pletely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are en- 
couraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence 
and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For 
more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603)271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire 
season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and 
extreme fire danger in many sections of the state. The largest forest fire during 
this period occurred in late April and burned 98 acres. The extremely dry condi- 
tions in spring resulted in over twice the amount of acreage burned than in all of 
2005. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most 
fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accu- 
rate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged six 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Home- 
owners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flam- 
mable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are

ANNUAL REPORT TO BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
CAPITAL FIRE COMPACT 


The 2006 annual report is presented to the Board of Directors of the Capital 
Area Fire Compact as a summary of general activities for the calendar year. This 
report is also forwarded to the governing bodies of the Compact’s member 
communities for informational purposes. 

The Compact provides emergency fire and rescue services to twenty mem- 
ber communities as it did in 2005. The area of operation covers 711 square miles 
of area with a resident population of 124,810. We reciprocate in mutual aid de- 
livery to many communities beyond the Compact area. 
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Dispatch services are provided by the City of Concord Fire Department’s 
Communications Center. The staffing levels at Dispatch are eight shift dispatch- 
ers and the Dispatch Supervisor. This staffing level continues to provide a 
minimum of two on-duty dispatchers at all times. Dispatched incidents in 2006 
increased by 14.1% to a total of 21,924. A detailed report by community is at- 
tached. 

The Chief Coordinator responded to 193 incidents in 2006, assisted depart- 
ments with incident management on major incidents, and handles the Compact’s 
administrative functions. He participates on several state and regional commit- 
tees that affect mutual aid operations. 

Compact departments had received new digital mobile radios for their 
emergency fire apparatus and ambulances through the Homeland Security fund- 
ing initiative in 2005. The second phase of the program provided 483 portable 
radios to our member departments in 2006. The Compact was able to assist our 
departments by making programming of the radios available at no cost. We hope 
that Homeland Security funding will continue to be available to allow the re- 
placement of base stations and other important infrastructure equipment to com- 
plete the interoperable capability with other public safety agencies. 

The 2006 Compact operating budget was $ 781,197. All Compact opera- 
tions, including the Chief Coordinator’s position, office, command vehicle, and 
dispatch services are provided through this budget. Funding by the member 
communities is based on a combination of property values and population. The 
regional concept of providing emergency fire and rescue services and sharing of 
the support costs is truly the most economical method of supplying these ser- 
vices in our communities. 

The Compact Training Committee chaired by Assistant Chief Dick Pistey, 
with members Chief Mike Paveglio and Chief Keith Gilbert assisted all depart- 
ments in hosting at least one mutual aid training exercise during the year. Mu- 
tual aid drills involve several departments and test the system capabilities in fire 
suppression, emergency medical, mass casualty, rescue, hazardous materials, 
incident management, and personnel safety. We thank the Training Committee 
for their continuing support to the Compact. 

The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team, comprised of all Capital Area 
and Lakes Region members continues to train bi-weekly and responds to 55 
communities in our combined coverage area. The team operates with three re- 
sponse units and will welcome personnel interested in joining, training, and op- 
erating with the team. The team continues to apply for and receives some federal 
grants to support their operations. This includes funds for education, training, 
and to support data collection of hazardous materials inventories reported by 
facilities in our operating area. We appreciate and thank the team members for 
their dedication in providing this important emergency service. 

We encourage all departments to send representatives and actively partici- 
pate in all Compact meetings. Your input is needed on all issues and your mem- 
bers need to be informed of Compact activities and planning. 

Thanks to all departments for your great cooperation.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Planning Board Members for 2006 were: Clifford G. Broker (Chairman), 
Jere Buckley (Secretary), George Hashem (Selectman Member), Richard 
Doucette, and Alan Hofmann. Alternate members were: Richard Cummings, 
Tom Mullins, Harold Blanchette, Susan Rauth, and Susan Roman. The Board 
continues to conduct regularly scheduled meetings on the third Thursday of 
every month, with special meetings, including public hearings, conducted as 
required. 

This year the Planning Board granted approval for 13 voluntary mergers, 
four lot line adjustments, two site plans, and five subdivisions with the creation 
of 13 additional lots. 

Planning Board accomplishments of note were: 

e Granting of subdivision approval to a seven lot Vinewood Develop- 
ment proposal on Battle Street/Rt. 127. As noted in last year’s report, 
this is the first subdivision in many years to include a new road built in 
accordance with Class V specifications. As of this writing, three dwell- 
ings have either been completed or are near completion. 
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e Extensive deliberations laying the ground work for revision of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance to create two Town zones: A Pillsbury Lake District 
with no subdivision allowed, and a Residential/Agricultural zone for 
the remainder of the Town where the minimum size for a building lot 
would be five acres instead of the current two acres. Some exclusion 
would apply to holders of small lots. 

e Development of the mechanisms and formulas for levying impact fees. 

e Deliberations concerning the enactment of a Town Building Code. The 
Planning Board was unanimous in its decision not to recommend adop- 
tion of a building code, believing that the administrative costs would be 
significant, and furthermore, that enforcement of the existing State Life 
and Safety Codes would curtail many of the safety concerns relating to 
building construction. 

We expect next year to be a busy year in spite of the fact that the real estate 
slowdown may curtail building activity. The current Subdivision Regulations 
need at least some revision and there could be additional proposed changes to 
the Zoning Ordinance.

REPORT OF UNH COOPERATIVE EXTENSION —- 
MERRIMACK COUNTY 


For 92 years, UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the 
University of New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire residents with a 
broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. One in four Merrimack 
County residents took advantage of at least one Extension program last year. 

We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home garden- 
ing, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special interest programs and after school pro- 
grams) for children and teens, nutrition education for low-income families, and 
acculturation for refugee families. We respond to the needs of forest landown- 
ers, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers markets, and many other 
groups. 

Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns 
and school districts, organizing and advising after-school programs, helping 
school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, landscaped areas, and 
town forests. We provide guidance to community boards on current use, timber 
tax law, and other land use issues. We also help social service agencies plan 
program and stay current with the latest research and best practices. 

Our county staff participate, and sometimes take leadership roles, in many 
state and local coalitions, among them the Franklin Asset Building Coalition, the 
Concord Substance Abuse Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. 
Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and Family Advisory 
Board, and the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association. 
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Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town 
libraries and produces monthly, “Coffee Chat” radio segments on WKXL radio, 
which offer information to resident throughout the station’s listening area. 

UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at our 
Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 
9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m. The number for the Info Line is 1-877-398-4769. Last 
year, the Info Line handled more than 800 requests from Merrimack County 
residents. Extension also distributes a wide range of information from our Web 
site: www.estension.unh.edu. 

Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports a large corps of volunteers: 4-H 
leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water 
quality monitors and others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into 
many domains of New Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities interest you, 
please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 225-5505 or 796-2151, or 
stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the 
County Nursing Home on Route 3. 


REPORT OF CONCORD REGIONAL SOLID WASTE/RESOURCE 
RECOVERY COOPERATIVE 


2006 marked the seventeenth year of operations for our twenty-seven mem- 
ber cooperative. 

The 2007 budget reflects a new tipping fee of $42.50 per ton, an increase of 
$1.50 per ton. Negotiations with Wheelabrator have been completed and the 
Service Contract has been extended through 2014 with an option to extend to 
2018. Webster is fortunate in that this newly negotiated fee is considerably less 
than the New Hampshire average of $65 to $70 per ton. 

In 2007 Webster will send approximately 872 tons of waste to Wheelabra- 
tor’s facility at a cost to the Town of about $37,060. 

The co-op has established a Recycling Committee and the Joint Board has 
approved $160,000 to fund the committee’s exploration of the many possibilities 
for increased recycling.

REPORT OF THE WEBSTER CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The WCC began 2006 with a focus on planning and prioritization. How- 
ever, the month to month business of the commission kept us very busy. The 
breach of the Pillsbury Lake dam brought an abundance of wetlands applications 
to review. 

It was a wonderful year for outreach and education and we had a lot of fun 
in the process. In April, Betsy Janeway and Rebecca Courser led a group of 
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town’s people in search of spring wildflowers on a walk to beautiful Trumbull 
Pond. In July we led a nature ‘paddle’ by bringing a group of residents to ex- 
plore Walker Pond. Both events were well attended. In September we partici- 
pated in a joint meeting with conservation commissions in the Blackwater River 
watershed. Commissioners from Andover, New London, Salisbury and Wilmot 
met to discuss strategies for protecting the river. We also prepared an insert for 
the December Grapevine about some important and time sensitive tax incentives 
for conservation easements created during 2006 or 2007. 

In December the Conservation Commission met with landowners who own 
700 acres on Little Hill. We expressed concern over the extensive logging there. 
We are hopeful that some of the land will be protected by a conservation ease- 
ment.

REPORT OF THE WEBSTER FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The library received some sprucing up and updating this past year, as we 
replaced the carpeting, upgraded our Internet service to DSL, began purchasing 
DVDs, and doubled our magazine subscriptions. At year’s end we were investi- 
gating the feasibility of subscribing to the New Hampshire State Library’s NH 
Downloadable Audio Book Program. We continued our regular programming 
with our pirate-themed “Treasure Reading” Summer Reading Program and with 
our monthly Book Group (now in its tenth year!). 

During the past year we added 618 books, videos and other materials to the 
library’s shelves, and removed 545 others, leaving us with 10,943. We borrowed 
95 materials from other libraries throughout the year and, in turn, loaned out 
464. Two thousand three hundred ten people visited the library, and checked out 
5,564 books, magazines, videos, and audiobooks. 

As always, we benefited greatly from the generosity of our patrons. They 
donated their used books to our ongoing booksale, and donated money to help 
stretch out our budget. During our recarpeting project they helped move our 
books and other materials out of the library — and then back in after the new 
carpeting was in place. They volunteered to read stories and provide refresh- 
ments at our Summer Reading Program storytimes. And, every Wednesday eve- 
ning, they donated their time to keep the library open those extra four hours. 
Our thanks for their valuable help.

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REPORT OF THE 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION OF FRANKLIN 


I am pleased to report that the VNA of Franklin has begun its 62"° year of 
providing Home Care services to our neighbors in Webster. 

The VNA of Franklin continues with our Home Care program sending 
Nurses, Physical and Occupational Therapists, Home Health Aides and Home- 
makers into the patients’ homes to meet the needs of the infirmed and elderly. 
We also care for newborns and their moms through our Healthy Families of the 
Twin Rivers program, as well as the ill children in our community. 

Our Hospice program has grown over its first full year. We are now provid- 
ing Bereavement support groups to those in the community who are experienc- 
ing grief in the loss of a loved one. We also offer Hospice Services to those in 
long-term care facilities in our community, working collaboratively with the 
staff of the Nursing Home to provide high quality end-of-life care and family 
support programs. 

In February, 2006 we began our in-home telemedicine program of provid- 
ing monitoring for some of our patients who are most at risk for re- 
hospitalization due to their particular disease process. To date we have served 28 
individuals, daily checking on their weight, vital signs and oxygen level, as well 
as medication effects and other issues specific to their health. The Telemedicine 
Nurse monitors this data and, as potential problems are identified, calls the pa- 
tient to help to solve those issues. The Physician is kept fully informed of all 
patient data and progress. 

In 2006 we have made over 200 visits to the residents of the Town of Web- 
ster, logged almost 74,000 miles agency-wide, and have been honored to be able 
to provide services to those who need professional care at home. 

Webster has been represented on our Board of Directors by Janet Broker 
and Kathleen Fifield.

REPORT OF THE HISTORY COMMITTEE 2006 


On January 16, 2006 the newly purchased home of William and Jennifer 
Kendall located at 1612 Battle Street, the last house in Webster, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire. They had recently moved into the house previously owned by 
Shirley Dean. It was very cold and windy that morning. The fire started in a 
chimney and spread. The Kendalls are building a new house across the pond and 
away from the busy road. 

Daniel Webster Grange hosted the annual Town Warrant and Budget Dis- 
cussion night on Wednesday, February 15, 2006. 

On February 17" we had high winds, over 50 mph that knocked out power 
leaving most of the Town without lights or heat for several hours, some were out 
for several days with the temperature around 0°. 
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Annual voting for Town Officers was held on March 14 from 10:00 a.m. to 
7:00 p.m. George Hashem received 188 votes and Tom Mullins received 139 
votes for the Selectman’s seat, the only contested race. 

The Annual Business Meeting was held on Saturday, March 18” at 10:00 
a.m. and adjourned at 12:45 p.m. Just think if tax bills came out a week before 
the meeting we would probably have a much larger crowd and lower tax rate. 
The last article involved the “Old School House — Police Station,” which made 
for a big discussion. As the building had already sold for $1.00, the article was 
moot. The building has since been moved. The total budget passed was 
$1,478,676 or an 18% increase. 

Roger Becker resigned as Administrative Assistant at the March 27, 2006 
Selectmen’s Meeting while in non-public session. 

There were several brush fires on the 10" and 11" of April at Walker Pond 
and Gerrish Road, which were considered suspicious. 

Easter Sunrise Services were held on April 16" on Pearson Hill Road with 
breakfast following at the Town Hall. 

New England Championship Canoe and Kayak races were held April 22" 
and 23 for the 26" consecutive year. 

An emergency meeting called on May 5, 2006 by the Selectmen was held. 
After a non-public session, it was announced that the current Fire Chief Shawn 
Mitchell was placed on Administrative Leave. He later resigned as Deputy Fire 
Chief of Concord and charges against him have been filed by both departments. 

Everyone will remember Mother’s Day Weekend when we got over 13 
inches of rain. The dam at Pillsbury Lake was breached with the lake disappear- 
ing in time. There was plenty of water held behind the Blackwater Dam, but 
didn’t reach the record high water mark of 1987. 

Adam Pouliot was appointed as Acting Fire Chief by the Selectmen. 

At the June 19” Selectmen’s meeting it approved the hiring of Wendy 
Pinkham part-time as the Financial Administrator reporting to the Selectmen, 
This was changed to full-time in November. 

A Special District Meeting for Pillsbury Lake was held on August Seva 
10:00 a.m. at the Club House. This was for the purpose of voting on Warrant 
Articles concerning dam repairs at a cost of $481,500. The Article passed with 
112 — yes and 38 — no. 

There wasn’t an Old Home Day this year, so the Webster Congregational 
Church held a “Party for Everyone” on August 19" from 1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
at the Town Hall. A Chicken BBQ was held later sponsored by the Church 
Chorr. 

Clarence Jeffrey was guest speaker at Church on Sunday sharing his memo- 
ries of Webster. 

Terry Ohlson-Martin and Dot Haskins did a great job organizing the Hop- 
kinton Fair Booth for the Church. It is a big job ordering food, getting help for 
all the shifts for every day before, during and after the fair. A big “Thank You” 
goes to them. 

State Primary Day was held on September 12" with a very small turnout, 
only 230 voters. 

The Town Wide Yard Sale was held on September 16", it was a beautiful 
day and was a huge success for everyone. 
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A new 4-H Club was formed with co-leaders Donna Frost and Lorna Bates 
specializing in Creative Crafts and Art Exploration for ages 12-18. The meetings 
are held at the Town Hall on Saturday mornings. 3 

The Tax Rate for 2006 was approved at $16.96 a thousand which breaks 
down to $4.02 for the Town portion; $8.89 for the Merrimack Valley School 
District; $2.18 for the State Education Portion; and $1.87 for Merrimack 
County. Pillsbury Lake District residents paid an additional $1.28 per thousand. 

Adam Mock resigned as Road Agent on October 25". Emmett Bean has 
accepted the position with a 3-year contract. 

We may be a small Town but sometimes big town criminal activities occur 
like the home invasion on November 22, 2006 where one person was severely 
beaten. The Webster Police are handling all court proceedings. 

November was the warmest November on record. It averaged over 4° 
warmer per day than normal. It was 64° at 1:00 p.m. on November 30". 

December was another warm month with only a dusting of snow until De- 
cember 30" when we got two inches. 

A skating rink is being built on the soccer field, but is having problems with 
the above normal temperatures. It will be great as people can skate under the 
lights.

Johnson. She also introduced Mike Metcalf, from Underwood Engineering, and 
Rick Skarinka, from the Department of Environmental Services. Article 1 was 
read.

She explained that the Department of 
Environmental Services decreased the tolerance of arsenic levels allowed din 
public water systems; that the iron solutes in the water bind to the arsenic, clog- 
ging water pipes and reducing water flow; that the manganese solutes precipitate 
clogging pipes, shortening pump life and reducing water flow; and the increased 
maintenance costs. She also explained that the proposal includes the filtration 
system to remove the arsenic, new tank, and pumps; new 3 inch line, or the con- 
nection of the existing 3 inch line across the lake; and reconnection of bridge 
line to complete a loop needed to increase efficiency of water pressure. She con- 
tinued that this upgrade will increase water quality, increase water pressure, en- 
sure the health and safety of the Pillsbury Lake District residents, maintain qual- 
ity of life, protect property values, and lower overa!l maintenance costs. Discus- 
sion followed with residents asking general information questions about the pro- 
jects. The Commissioners, Treasurer Bryant, Mike Metcalf, and Rick Skarinka, 
addressed those questions. 

M.J. Turcotte made a motion to amend Article 2 to read: “To see if the Dis-

Special meeting was held at the Pillsbury Lake Clubhouse on Saturday, 
August 5, 2006, at 10 a.m., to act upon the following. The meeting was called to 
order by Moderator Georgette Bachelder at 10:12 a.m. Moderator Bachelder 
introduced Selectmen David Batchelder and George Hashem, and Representa- 
tive Christine Ham. 


Article 1. [Add Powers to Village District per RSA 52:6] To see if the 
Pillsbury Lake District will vote, pursuant to RSA 52:6, to authorize the village 
district to exercise the powers of RSA 52:1 (k) relating to the impoundment of 
water. 


Gloria Cornell publicly thanked the Commissioners for their hard work and 
efforts towards preparing this vote and repairing the dam. Commissioner Klumb 
stated the article gives the Village District the power to maintain the dam. He 
also stated that if the District voted not to approve the article, then another au- 
thority could do so. A motion was made and seconded to vote the article. Article 
1 passed by a show of hands. 

Tom Godfrey presented a point of order that the meeting was too disorgan- 
ized for a vote on such a large amount of money. Moderator Bachelder asked 
voters to quiet down, move to the front, and listen more carefully. 


Article 2. [Appropriation and Bonding of Funds to Repair Dam] To see if 
the Pillsbury Lake District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four 
Hundred and Eighty One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($481,500) to fund

[Two-thirds ballot 
project and to comply with all laws applicable to said project.[Two-thirds ballot 
vote required — See RSA 33:8.| [Recommended by the District Commissioners] 


Commissioner Klumb offered that the dollar amount is the engineer’s esti- 
mate, and that the engineer’s costs are included in the estimate. The Commis- 
sioners were given authority at the annual meeting to expend funds up to the 
budget number and did so to start the process. Pam Mack asked if it were possi- 
ble to split the article into 2 parts with 1 part being the acceptance of funds and 
the other part being the money to be raised. Moderator Bachelder answered that 
it was possible and that she can amend the article. 

Discussion moved to FEMA money, District Attorney Matt Serge clarified 
that in the article the Commissioners are authorized to raise and appropriate for 
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this project only, not perpetuity. If voters vote no, then FEMA offers money, 
then the Commissioners can call another meeting to accept the FEMA money. 
Commissioner Klumb shared that FEMA looked at this project as a major pro- 
ject, that being more than $57,500. The process then involves sending the pro- 
ject to 3 qualified bidders. Discussion moved to waiting until March for this 
vote. Commissioner Klumb offered that the Commissioners would then come up 
with a plan to cover water pipes, under emergency funding, using reserve funds 
for the emergency fix. Questions about engineering. Commissioner Klumb an- 
swered that engineering firm designed to State standards. Andy Stout asked 
about the best guess for FEMA money. Commissioner Klumb answered about 
$100,000 which will probably just fill the hole in the ground. Not sure if DES 
will consider this a repair. 

Moderator asked for voter clarification to separate the article. If voters want 
to separate the article, then vote yes. If voters do not want to separate the article, 
then vote no. Article not amended. 

Joyce Varney asked those opposed to the article for their reason. She ques- 
tioned whether people not wanting to bring the lake back or people not wanting 
to pay the amount” Dan Shapiro answered he had concerns about not knowing 
the final dollar amount. Discussion followed on what happens if the cost is more 
than $485,500. Commissioner Klumb answered that the District can only spend 
what is appropriated. Commissioner Klumb clarified that if FEMA offered 
$100,000, then the District can only spend $381,500. Commissioner Klumb of- 
fered that the District has met all FEMA deadlines. Bob Carr asked what hap- 
pens if there are cost overruns. Commissioner Klumb answered that if there are 
problems, then the Commissioners must return to the voters for approval. 

Commissioner Andosca read a letter from Webster Fire Chief Adam Pouliot 
to Commissioner Klumb, dated July 31, 2006, addressing the need for the lake 
for dry hydrants. 

Wendy Stout shared she was not comfortable on voting with the numbers 
not being firm. Commissioner Klumb offered that it’s difficult to get hard num- 
bers at this time. There is still engineering work to be done, and there is still 
bidding to be done. What is presented is maximum. Drew McGee shared that 
this is like getting pre-approval for a loan. If the community says yes, then peo- 
ple will talk more. Kim Schofield asked about the tax rate. Commissioner 
Klumb answered that it looks like 89 cents per 1,000 dollars. Bob Glidden 
shared that if not doing this, then fire insurance goes up. 

Selectman David Batchelder shared that the evaluations of property will 
drop if this is not passed. Avitar says that lakefront properties will decrease 
20%, others will drop 12 to 12 percent. Selectmen have agreed to put an article 
on the Town warrant to contribute up to $10,000, a 24 to 10 ratio, to help. He 
also shared that the Town attorney sees this bound over 20 years so may not 
need to be voted upon every year. 

Motion made to move the question. Motion passed by hand vote 92 to 20. 
Article 2 passed on a ballot vote of 112 yes and 38 no. This is 74%. Moderator 
Bachelder read the Article 2 vote results. Motion made to adjourn the meeting. 
Meeting adjourned at 12:51 p.m.
